Attorney General Hondrick Holds it 
Ma>t Be in Accordane* With 
OWUwThiiTMr. 

Attomejr General Hendrick haa ren 
dered an Important opinion on the qnee- 

tion of bank taxation for thiH year, in re- 
Bponse to an inquiry from K. C. Ford, 
Oaahier of the Firrt Watloiial Bank at 
London, Laurel County. T)»a Attorney 
General says : 

" Section 171 of the Oonititutlon pro- 
vides that taxes : ' Shall be nniform iipon 
all property subject to taxation within 
the territorial limits of the authority 
levyinK the tax ; and all taxee shall be 
levied and collected by general laws.' 
Section 174 in in these words : 'All prop- 
erty, whether owned by natural peraonn 
olr corporations, shall be taxed in i)rc]>cr- 
tion to its value, unlut^s exempted by this 
Constitution ; and all corporate property 
shall pay the same rate of taxation paid 
by individual property.' There can be 
no possible doubt but that it was the iu: 
tentioa of the framera of the Constitu- 
tion by these sections to place banks and 
all other corporations on a common level 
with individuals for purpoM* of taxation. 
The only question is, arc theso provisions 
operative as to taxes from bankH f(;r the 
year 1892 ? The schedule provider : ' The 
provisions of all laws which are inconsist- 
ent with thii Constitntion shall ceimp 
upon its adoption, except that all laws 
which are incoasistent with such provia- 
ioni as require leidslationtoenforoethttn 
shall remui II in force until such legillac 
tion is had, but not longer than lix yaare 
•ftar the adoption o( thif Oonitltatioh, 
onleM iooner amended or tepeiled by the 
Oenitnl AMein)»iy.' 

"Wiatthe iw ii A tprtTieionaof thelaw 
for the payment of taxes from banks are 
iaconsistent with the provialona of the 
Constitution herein cited ia dear. I am 
also equally cMar in the opinion that, in 
view of all the machinery provided by 
existing laws for the collection of taxes 
from banks that theie provisions of the 
Constitution do not 'require legislation 
to enforce them.' 

"But the banki have not been Mioiwd 
fortaxation for the year 1892. TheConeti* 

tution went into effect on the 2Sth day of 
September, 1891. The law then iu force 
leqnfared that all property should be as- 
sessed as of the 15th day of September in 
each year. The Constitution, although 
the supieme law ot the land, can not 
more than any other law be retroactive. 
All authorities agree that a valid oasese- 
ment is a necessary prerequisite to legal 
taxation. The banks could not under 
any law then existing have been assessec 
on September 15, 1891, for taxation as 
* individual property ' was sssoMod. 

" If they were, not assessed' for State, 
county or municipal taxee for 1892 no 
taxes can be collected of them for the 
year 1892, except undA* the proviilona of 
the revenue law an it existed on the 15th 
day of September, 1891. 

" I, therefore, conclude that bank taxes 
for 1892 should be collected as h(>r('to- 
fore, but that they should be assessed for 
taxation as of the 15th of September, 
18ft2, for taxes of the next fiscal year, as 
in cases of 'individual property.'"

"Tha whole Ironble," he said, "came 
aboat tlurongh trying to change or annnl 
the treaty of 1847 between Franoa and 
England by which the three Laward 
ishukls were allowed to be independent 
of Um native government. Now a big 
change haa been inaognrated. France 
haa given over to tha Knglish govern- 
ment tlie ialanda of Haw Heteidaa for a 
penal colony, and in exchange tiha Lee- 
ward islands ware to be pat under 
French govemmenl The change is a 
beneficial one for the nativee, bat they 
have for so long enjoyed full inda- 
dependence that tney hate to feel the 
rewrictionthat any flag puts upon them. 

"On the islands of Hoahina and Bom- 
bora tha nativaa at first raballod, hat 
later on gave in to the flovamment 
when informed by the British oonaul at 
Tahiti that snch a change was antbor- 
ized.
